Constltullonatly. ihc-fcdoral government has 
been found lo have vast powers in attaching 
strings to lis expenditures. Ifowevcr. recent 
cases indicate that tlic boundaries of federal 
power may be under closer scrutiny by the 
Supreme Court. In National League of Cfffcs v. 
Usery, the court concluded that the federal 
minimum wage and overtime provisions could 
nol bo extended lo cover kIqIc and local em- 
ployes. The court staled thai the effect of the 
extension would have been to allow "the 
national eovemmeni (lol, devour the essentials 
of slate soverclEnty." By the same token, the . 
federal policies which attach to federal spending 
have blurred the boundaries of federal power. 

A second related problem Is how stale and 
local governments receive funds from the 
federal government. Although the- amount of 
federal dollars Howing through slate govern- 
ments has Increased enormously, very little ' 
attention has boon given lo making the 
bureaucratic processes are much different than 
Ihc federal, and the two do not mesh easily. 

\Vhile the federal government has achieved 
better control of its processes with the Budget

New federalism, revenue .sharing and tFe' 
Increased flow of federal funds lo and through 
state ond Ixal governments has been both a 
boon ond a burden lo them, The burden Is so 
severe that restraint hos begun to outweigh 
avarice and slates arc refusing to participate In 
federal programs. 

The stale-federal budget Issues arc the chief 
symptom of the larger questions which arc' 
t^com\n^ cmca\ ta citizens. What are the 
proper rolts of governmental bodies In running 
the country? Has the federal government gone 
too far? Should the federal, state or local 
government provide for welfare, for unom- 
ploymejit. for the environment? 

James Madison felt that "the stales govern- 
ments will have the advantage of the federal 
government" and that while stale powers wore 
"numerous and indefinite." federal power was 
limited. Time has resulted in a shift of power 
and innuence to the federal govemmenl. ' 
However, any decisions to shift this power and 
Innuence have not been systematic, but rather a 
result of growing federal establishment with 
expanding definitions of "national" Interests. 

The issue of governmental powers could Ix! 
resolved by actions of the President In defining 
the relative roles and promoting cooperation.
